Have you ever pondered: “It is that 
which I personally can contribute to hu- 
manity and Christ that will make for 
true happiness in my heart”? The most 
valuable gift a man or woman can give 
to this world is not found in books or 
money or self as a martyr but a 
noble life. Longfellow has rightly said, 
“Give what you have to someone, it 
may be better than you dare to think.” 

If ever we have known a time of dis- 
loyalty, is it not now? How often has 
faith been shattered, causes defeated, 
homes lost, home life wrecked, and hearts 
crushed because of unfaithfulness! Hu- 
manly, how humanity suffers; divinely, 
how Christ suffers. 

There is a dominant need of Chris- 
tians arousing themselves now—today— 
this very minute. “Awake thou that 
sleepest,” Eph. 5:14. And His day is 
nearer now than when your eye first be- 
gan to read the words. Acts 17:31. 

There remains a work that centuries 
might have done; undone, it is ours to 
finish. In 1 Cor. 5:17 we are admonished 
to be unmovable, steadfast, always 
abounding in the joy of the Lord. 1 
Thess. 5:21. “Hold fast that which is 
good.” 

When an individual first meets the 
Master and experiences the joy of sins 
forgiven, there is an overwhelming grat- 
itude in his heart.

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MUCH is being said today, and often we hear 
the remark made about COMPROMISING.

devil, could invent. The Puritans were, 
in all probability, as dogmatic and intolerant as their persecu- 
tors had been before them. Instead of being masters of them- 
selves and adjudicators of right, when power fell into their 
hands they whipped and publicly hanged some Quakers in 
Boston Common. 

Oh, to be able to hold the truths of God in love, to contend 
for the faith and yet have the spirit of toleration. Let us not 
be the victim of unwise declarations, decisions and circum- 
stances and a laughing stock to the world and the churches by 
a change of complexion of face, getting hot under the collar 
while defending the doctrines of the Lord Jesus Christ, or 
otherwise fail to exercise deliberation and good judgment. 
Many people have often lost blessed experiences of divine grace 
through contention over doctrines and decisions too hastily 
made.

sistency on the part of followers of Christ to make this old 
time religion take effect.

My Visits to Various Conventions

Indiana State Convention 


The Indiana state convention was my 
first state convention this year. We 
found the people there encouraged. They 
had enjoyed a good year. There were 
more 100-per-centers in Indiana than 
I had ever heard of before. The ministry 
and laity seemed encouraged and were 
working together, having brought in by 
far the greatest mission offering ever 
raised in that territory. 

The services were splendid. The Y. 
P. E’s and Sunday schools, under the 
management of Brother Dietz, the state 
superintendent, showed commendable 
progress. Much could be written about 
this wonderful convention. The mes- 
sages by the Holy Ghost, the interpre- 
tations, the dancing, crying and shout- 
ing for joy, the music and singing, in 
fact, everything was good, and that 
sweet, heavenly atmosphere prevailed in 
every service. 

Upon my leaving, Brother Dietz, an 
employee of the railroad company, under- 
took to have the train stop at Sullivan, 
Indiana, for me. The district passenger 
agent informed him that it could not be 
done, that tickets on that train were sold 
on a guarantee and that if a passenger 
was two minutes late the money for the 
ticket was refunded; but being a good 
Y. P. E. and Sunday school superintend- 
ent, he had learned not to take “no” 
for an answer; therefore he wired the 
chief passenger agent at Chicago, Illi- 
nois, and received by return wire the 
following message: “Upon your request 
train No. 95 will stop at Sullivan, In- 
diana, at 3:40 for the Rev. J. H. Walk- 
er, General Overseer of the Church of 
God of the world.” 

When I arrived at the station, the agent 
greeted me first, by saying, “Mr. Walk- 
er, everything is ready except your 
clergy number on your ticket.” That is 
what I call service. As you already know, 
railroad men know how to work to- 
gether with teamwork. 


South Carolina State Convention 


The convention of South Carolina 
convened May 22-25. From the very be- 
ginning everyone there knew that the 
big South Carolina state convention was 
on in a wonderful way. The music, the 
singing, the preaching, the reports—all 
were unusually good. Many times the 
waves of glory would sweep the entire 
congregation. As you know, for years 
South Carolina has been leading in the 
mission offerings, and this year the mis- 
sion spirit was surging high. We had 
hoped that the state would do more than 
had been done last year, but’ how much 
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more no one knew until the final count 
was given and it was found that $7,662.- 
§2 had been given. The people had gath- 
ered among their Y.P.E’s and works 77,- 
000 coupons. Two hundred and fifty 
books had been brought to the conven- 
tion, $73 in cash for the library and an 
offering for the orphanage in the 
amount of $41.18. There were many 
conversions reported, and many were 
filled with the Holy Ghost and added to 
the Church. All these good reports re- 
flect the smooth, orderly, powerful and 
effective work of true cooperation, not 
only with the overseer, Brother Bright, 
and his ministers, but with the laity as 
well. I have just received a letter from 
one of the South Carolina ministers, who 
wrote as follows: 

“My soul is still aflame with the fire 
and glory of the great convention. 
Truly it was the best convention that 
South Carolina has ever enjoyed.” 


Mississippi State Convention 

The state convention of Mississippi 
convened at Eupora, Mississippi, May 
30-June 1 in the new, modern auditori- 
um of the high school. From the first 
God was with us. I have never before 
heard in Mississippi so many 100-per- 
cent reports. One of the Mississippi 
preachers said, “We have no excuses to 
offer. We have done the job.” How true 
that statement is. The man who brings 
his work up 100 per cent in everything 
has no excuses to offer. One district over- 
seer said that he went to the churches on 
the district, and the churches told him 
that they had never gone over the top 
before and that there would be no use 
for them to try to do so. He replied, in 
substance, “If you ever go over the top, 
you will have to do it first for some- 
body and it might as well be for me.”

The work in Mississippi has shown good 
gain in spite of the past two unfavorable 
agricultural years.

ing this convention. The mission offering 
ran over $900, which is, indeed, the great- 
est amount ever raised in that territory. 
They likewise remembered the orphanage; 
and throughout the entire convention, 
God’s most marvelous grace was in our 
midst. 


The Florida State Convention 
The camp meeting of Florida con- 


vened June 5-15. The first two days, the 
6th and 7th, were devoted to the con- 
vention of the state. When the bell 
tolled for the first service, everyone pres- 
ent knew that the good old camp meeting 
days were back again, for the power of 
God was felt. The good songs, I believe, 
were the best I have ever heard any- 
where. They simply carried our souls 
heavenward. I have never seen a sweeter 
spirit among the ministers. Their mes- 
sages were very helpful and inspiring. 
The reports reflected a carefully and ef- 
ficiently managed program throughout 
all the state. There was a gain in every 
department. The mission offering, that 
was still rising the last I heard, was 
$4,341. 

The Bible lectures were very interest- 
ing and well attended. On Sunday morn- 
ing from 8:15 to 10:00 it seemed the 
entire tabernacle was filled. The im- 
provements on the grounds and refin- 
ishing of the tabernacle, amounting to 
$1,700, gave the camp a new touch, yet 
it was still the good old Florida camp 
ground. When we think of camp meet- 
ings, the camp meeting of Florida tops 
them all. 

A number of people prayed through 
to the baptism of the Holy Ghost. The 
night before I left seven received the 
Holy Ghost—five from one church, 
Naples, Florida. One could hear all over 
the campground the words: “Aren’t we 
having a wonderful camp meeting? God 
is surely with us.” 

May God continue to bless and help 
the good faithful people in Florida.

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NEWS FROM CENTRAL AMERICA 
(Continued from ldst issue) 

The following morning the chief called 
the one young Indian and sent him to 
call a meeting, and after cooking our 
breakfast we invited the chief to have 
breakfast with us, which he accepted 
gladly. He had been up all night with a 
service that they call a “sing.” When 
any one gets sick the chief is supposed to 
have a brush shelter made in the sick 
person’s house and the sick person (in 
this case it was a baby) is placed inside 
this shelter and the chief sings and beats 
on something all night. He is supposed 
to be singing to the devil so he won’t 
afflict the sick one. This we could hear 
all night as the sick house was not more 
than twenty feet from the one in which 
we slept. After breakfast a number of 
painted men and women gathered to hear 
what we had to say. Some went away in 
disgust when we spoke of the resurrection 
but the greater part heard us through, 
and I believe this is a great field and 
hope that we may go again to carry the 
message to them. I do not believe there 
is any effort being put forth to bring 
them the gospel. Brother Castaneda will 
go back with the pictures that we prom- 
ised them and will have another oppor- 
tunity to talk to them, and he has prom- 
ised to spend much of his time this year 
among them. They are very much like 
the Indians of Guatemala and once a 
few of them receive the message, the 
others will follow. God grant that we 
may see some fruit among them soon. It 
is a very hard trip for a white man be- 
cause of the water, the heat, and all, but 
if we see fruit of our labor the rest mat- 
ters but little. Please pray for these In- 
dians. 

We had promised to meet Brother De- 
Souza in Taimati, another station, about 
ten miles or so from Garachine, so pro- 
ceeded to retrace our steps toward the 
landing place, a two and one-half hours’ 
walk in the heat, although it was through 
a dense wood so thick you could hardly 
see the sun. Yet it was hot and we got 
very thirsty, but arrived too late to catch 
the boat back to where we were to meet 
Brother DeSouza, so hired another man 
to take us by canoe down the river. This 
was very hot and rowing was slow but 
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late in the afternoon we got to the place 
where we were to take a short cut 
through the woods to Taimati. We were 
told it would take only an hour at the 
most to make the hike and with our 
packs that was far enough, but after go- 
ing an hour we came to more Indian huts 
and upon inquiring found that we had 
still two and one-half hours yet to go 
and the trail could not be found by an 
inexperienced woodsman. 

We bargained for some time to get a 
guide to go with us to the town but he 
refused, saying that we could not make 
it that night and he could not find the 
way in the night time. They did not in- 
vite us to stay there, so we finally offered 
him an American dollar to take us in 
and he said if we would hurry we could 
get there, so we struck out for the town. 
Truly we could never have found our 
way in broad daylight but our guide 
found little trouble detecting the way. 
The last half hour the trail broadened 
and it could be seen even in the semi- 
darkness quite clearly. 

We were very glad to be there as we 
had been walking five and_ one-half 
hours in the heat, and then the boat trip 
in the hot sun. | was as tired as I have 
ever been in my life. There was a group 
to greet us and the evening was spent in 
talking of the goodness of the Lord. The 
following day was spent looking mostly 
for Brother DeSouza as he would have 
to come by sailboat. The sea seemed 
rough but he did not come and we were 
worried some about his fever. We had a 
meeting that night and after the meeting 
waited for the tide to go back to 
Garachine. At 1:30 in the morning the 
tide came in and we took sail. Arriving 
there we went immediately to the house 
to see if he were well and he was well and 
surprised to see us back so quickly. There 
had been some mistake in the dates and 
they were planning on coming the next 
day, if a boat could be secured. The 
folks at Taimati were disappointed not 
to get to see them and they to see the 
Taimati folks but we were glad that he 
was well. 

We had a two-day wait for the boat 
back to Panama and had a very disagree- 
able trip as the sea was rough and with 
the small boat we tossed about a lot. 


Brother DeSouza nearly always gets sick. 
He said, “I would never make this trip 
for money or anything else but the work 
of the Lord!” After sixteen hours of toss- 
ing about we arrived with all thankful- 
ness about 2:30 in the morning, after be- 
ing detained on the docks for an hour 
for not having our passport properly ar- 
ranged. This little trouble did not bother 
us much as we were glad to be on solid 
ground again and back to the good cook- 
ing of Sister DeSouza, after nearly two 
weeks of batching in the interior. 

After a few days’ resting and meetings 
in Panama, we are ready for the last trip 
of the year to the churches in San Juan 
and Santa Rosa, not so far from Pana- 
ma as Garachine but a difficult one, at 
least it was for us as we had to sleep 
outdoors one night. Having arrived too 
late for the boat to San Juan, we had 
to look for a place for the night, which 
we found in an old ship hull on_ the 
shore where we put up our hammocks 
and made the best of the mosquitoes 
which were very plentiful so near the 
river. The next day about noon, how- 
ever, we arrived in San Juan where we 
had two nights’ meeting with tairly good 
attendance as sO many are in Panama 
now working. The membership here is 
eighteen. Salvador is pastor here and the 
work is growing, and with a new high- 
way coming near here the work — will 
grow more from now on. 


We then went to Santa Rosa for a 
meeting, where we have a church with 
a membership of twenty. Some have re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost and a number 
are ready to be baptized in water. As 
we could not announce our coming some 
were not there but there was a goodly 
number present and we felt the presence 
of the Master in our midst. As we had a 
conference planned for Sunday, we could 
only spend one day with the folks here, 
and as we had been away from our fam- 
ily for over two months, we were glad 
the time before our departure was grow- 
ing shorter. 


After arriving in Panama again we 
have been busy getting the church reg- 
istered with the government and fare- 
welling. I have surely enjoyed the good

“Chicago June 30. — ‘Sure I killed 
‘em. I shot ’em all. And I don’t feel one 
way or the other about it, good or bad.

The speaker, a nineteen-year-old killer 
of three and possibly a fourth person in 
holdups, burglaries, etc. It is amazing 
how callous and hard-hearted the youth 
of the country are today. Men seem to 
be losing their fear of death and their re- 
gard for the ethics and morals of decent 
society. Paul had a word for it— 
“FIERCE.” 

“Los Angeles, July 1.—A_ powerful 
rocking-chair earthquake swayed South- 
ern California just before midnight last 
night, causing noticeable damage in the 
Santa Barbara area. Downtown plate 
glass windows were shattered and bricks 
fell off the parapets of some buildings in 
Santa Barbara. In the Los Angeles area, 
the swing-like quake awakened thou- 
sands of sleepers and remained percepti- 
ble for about a minute.” 


“London, June 26.—A severe earth- 
quake, which experts compared with 
some of the worst in recent years, was 
recorded here tonight and indirect re- 
ports said there had been considerable 
damage but few casualties in Morocco. 
The quake began at 2 p. m. and still was 
registering forty-six minutes later when 
the seismograph needle here swung two 
and a quarter inches. The tremors ap- 
pear to be getting progressively violent. 
The British news agency said it heard 
that the Rabot observatory in French 
Morocco registered tremors also in East 
Morocco.” While there have been com- 
paratively few quakes in recent months, 
the finger of God continues to shake 
the earth on occasion. All are warnings

One of these ‘confirmed 
members” told the writer that they 
merely memorized certain scriptures and 
learned several prayers, advanced year by 
year through the grades and, presto, auto- 
matically became members of the church.
